BP Hopes to Turn Over New Leaf 


Company reports 
$17B loss as it names 
American new CEO 


New Orleans 

Battered BP began reinventing 
itself in the shadow of the Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill Tuesday, naming 
its first American CEO as it report- 
ed a record $17 billion quarterly 
loss. Its outgoing chief miffed the 
White House anew with his part- 
ing comments. 

Robert Dudley, who will replace 
Tony Hayward on Oct. 1, prom- 
ised changes. “There’s no ques- 
tion we are going to learn things 
from this investigation of the inci- 
dent,” he told reporters by phone 
from London. 

One certain change is that BP 
will become smaller. It announced 
it will sell $30 billion in assets and 
has set aside $32.2 billion to cover 
costs from the largest offshore oil 
spill in U.S. history. 

Dudley, BP’s managing director 
and current point man on oil spill 
recovery, defended his company’s 
record and that of the embattled

chief executive he will replace. 

Hajrward, whose verbal miscues 
intensified the anger Gulf Coast 
residents already felt, will leave 
BP with benefits valued at more 
than $18 million. He told report- 
ers he had been “demonized and 
vilified” but had no major regrets 
about his leadership. 

“Life isn’t fair,” he said, but he 
conceded that wasn’t the point. 

The White House was not 
impressed. 

“What’s not fair is what’s hap- 
pened on the Gulf,” press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said. “What’s not fair 
is the actions of some have caused 
the greatest environmental disas- 
ter that our country has ever seen.”

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House OKs War Funding 



$33B boost clears 
Congress despite 
documents leak 

Washington 

The House on Tuesday sent Presi- 
dent Obama a major war-funding 
increase of $33 billion to pay for 
his troop surge in Afghanistan, 
unmoved by the leaking of clas- 
sified documents that portray a 
military effort struggling between 
2004 and 2009 against a strength- 
ening insurgency. 

The House voted 308-114 to 
approve the spending boost for 
the additional 30,000 U.S. troops 
in Afghanistan. Other non-war 
provisions brought the total bill 
to nearly $59 billion. 

From Obama on down, the dis- 
closure of the documents was con- 
demned by administration officials 
and military leaders on Tuesday, 
but the material failed to stir new 
anti-war sentiment. 

The bad news for the White 
House: A pervasive weariness with 
the war was still there — and pos- 
sibly growing. 


Pointing fingers 

During the Senate hearing, 

there was scant mention of the 
leaked material, posted on the web- 
site of the whistleblower group 
WikiLeaks, but there were repeated 
expressions of frustration over the 
direction of the fighting. However, 
members of Congress had much to 
say on the matter. Rep. Jim McGov- 
ern, D-Mass., said the documents 
revealed corruption and incompe- 
tence in the Afghanistan govern- 
ment. (AP) 


Republicans in Congress still 
were strongly behind the boost 
in war spending, but there was 
unusually strong opposition from 
members of Obama’s own Demo- 
cratic Party. All but 12 of the “no” 
votes in the House came from 
Democrats. 

“We’re told we can’t extend 
unemployment or pay to keep 
cops on the beat or teachers in 
the classroom, but we’re asked 
to borrow another $33 billion for 
nation-building in Afghanistan,” 
said Rep. Jim McGovern, D-Mass.

Washington 

Senate Republicans blocked legis- 
lation imposing new restrictions on 
political activity by special interest 
groups Tuesday, likely dealing a fatal 
blow to a drive by the White House 
and congressional Democrats to 
rewrite campaign rules in the run- 
up to the midterm elections. 

The 57-41 vote was three votes 
short of the total needed to advance 
the measure, which calls for greater 
disclosure on campaign advertising 
funded independently by corpora- 
tions, unions and other organiza- 
tions, but included an exemption for 
the National Rifle Association and a 


small number of other groups. 

Less than 100 days before the 
elections, the debate was highly 
political — and the outcome wide- 
ly anticipated. 

Anticipating defeat. Democrats 
swiftly unleashed a coordinat- 
ed attack employing one of their 
emerging campaign themes. “After 
a year of defending big banks, big 
insurance, big oil and other special 
interests. Republicans might want 
to drown out the voices of Ameri- 
cans who don’t have the financial 
resources of big corporations but 
want to have their say in this year’s 
elections,” the party’s chairman, 
Tim Kaine, said, (ap)

Utah court finds jury 
instructions flawed 
in polygamist’s trial 

Salt Lake City 

The Utah Supreme Court on Tues- 
day reversed the convictions of 
polygamist leader Warren Jeffs 
and ordered a new trial, saying a 
jury received incorrect instructions 
before considering his role in the 
2001 nuptials of a 14-year-old girl 
and her 19 -year-old cousin. 

Jeffs, 54 — head of the Funda- 
mentalist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints — was convict- 
ed in 2007 of two counts of first- 
degree felony rape as an accom- 
plice. He is serving two consecutive 
terms of five years to life in the 
Utah State Prison. 

“We are thrilled that the Supreme 


Court had the courage to exonerate, 
or at to least find that legal errors 
were made,” defense attorney Wally 
Budgen said. 


Assistant Utah Attorney Gen- 
eral Laura DuPaix said the state 
maintains its position that Jeffs 
used his religious authority to 


force an underage girl to marry 
and have sex. 

She said no decision has been 
made about whether to prosecute 
Jeffs again. 

Jeffs performed the religious 
marriage of Elissa Wall and Allen 
Steed in a Caliente, Nev., motel and 
later counseled Wall to be obedient 
and give her “mind, body and soul” 
to her husband in an effort to make 
an unhappy marriage work. 

In its ruling Tuesday, the court 
agreed with defense attorneys who 
argued that jurors should not have 
been told to decide whether Wall’s 
marital relations were consensual 
based on Jeffs’ actions and his role 
as her religious leader. That essen- 
tially equates Jeffs with Steed — 
the person who allegedly has had 
nonconsensual sex. 

Justices said prosecutors were 
wrong to make that leap, (ap)

Report hits Pentagon 
for lax management 
in war-torn country 

Baghdad 

A U.S. audit has found that the 
Pentagon cannot account for more 
than 95 percent of $9.1 billion in 
Iraq reconstruction money, spot- 
lighting Iraqi complaints that 
there is little to show for the mas- 
sive funds pumped into the cash- 
strapped, war-ravaged nation. 

The $8.7 billion in question 
was Iraqi money managed by the 
Pentagon, not part of the $53 bil- 
lion that Congress has allocated 
for rebuilding. It’s cash that Iraq, 
which relies on volatile oil reve- 
nues to fuel its spending, can ill 
afford to lose. 

“Iraq should take legal action 
to get back this huge amount of 
money,” said Sabah al-Saedi, chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Integri- 
ty Committee. The money “should 
be spent for rebuilding the coun- 
try and providing services for this 
poor nation.” 

The report by the Special 


Inspector General for Iraq Recon- 
struction accused the Defense 
Department of lax oversight 
and weak controls, though not 
fraud. 

“The breakdown in controls left 
the funds vulnerable to inappro- 
priate uses and undetected loss,” 
the audit said. 

The Pentagon has repeatedly 


come under fire for apparent mis- 
management of the reconstruc- 
tion effort — as have Iraqi offi- 
cials themselves. 

Seven years after the U.S.-led 
invasion, electricity service is spot- 
ty, with generation capacity falling 
far short of demand. Fuel shortages 
are common, and unemployment 
remains high, a testament to the 


country’s inability to create new 
jobs or attract foreign investors. 

But the latest report comes 
at a particularly critical time for 
Iraq. Four months after inconclu- 
sive elections, a new government 
has yet to be formed, raising fears 
that insurgents will tap into the 
political vacuum to stir sectarian 
unrest, tarek el-tablawy (ap)

Seven Killed 
After Military 
Flight Exercise 

Bucharest, Romania 

All seven people aboard an Israeli 
military helicopter — one Roma- 
nian and six Israelis — were killed 
when it crashed into a mountain 
in central Romania, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The helicopter, a Sikorsky CH-53 
Sea Stallion, crashed Monday dur- 
ing a military exercise in which 
crews are trained to fly at low alti- 
tudes. Romanian search teams and 
Israeli representatives arrived at the 
crash site in a remote, mountainous 
area on Tuesday morning. 

The Israeli military said Roma- 
nian officials had found seven bod- 
ies near the crash site. According to 
protocol, the military cannot for- 
mally announce they are dead until 
officials from the Military Rabbin- 
ate reach the scene and confirm the 
identities, alison mutler (ap)

NTSB: Remove, Retrofit Old Cars 


Board says ’09 Metro 
crash caused by bad 
signal alert on tracks 

Washington 

The National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board has recommended that 
Metro remove or retrofit its old- 
est subway cars as soon as possi- 
ble in the wake of last year’s dead- 
ly crash. 

Some of the cars date to the 
1970s, and the train that collided 
with a stopped train at the Fort Tot- 
ten station in June 2009 was com- 
posed entirely of the older cars. 

Metro has already awarded an 
$886 million contract to replace 
the old cars but has said it cannot

take them out of service imme- 
diately. 

The NTSB issued a series of 


recommendations Tuesday, some 
of which apply to other transit sys- 
tems. It says systems that use the 
same signaling components that 
Metro uses should identify and 
remove them. 

The NTSB says the crash was 
caused by a faulty signal that failed 
to alert the approaching train about 
the stopped train. 

The board opened its meeting 
Tuesday with Chairman Deborah 
A.P. Hersman condemning Metro’s 
“anemic safety culture” and say- 
ing “layers of safety deficiencies” 
made a crash inevitable. 

“Metro was on a collision course 
long before this accident,” Hersman 
said. “The only question was when 
Metro would have another acci- 
dent.” (AP/THE WASHINGTON POST)

Arlington Cemetery Officials Subpoenaed 



Arlington 

Officials who ran Arlington 
National Cemetery for nearly 
two decades before hundreds of 
unmarked and mismarked graves 
were discovered last month have 
been served with subpoenas to tes- 
tify Thursday before a Senate sub- 
committee investigating contract- 
ing irregularities, according to the 
committee’s chairwoman. 

The Senate Homeland Securi- 
ty and Governmental Affairs sub- 
committee on contracting over- 
sight will require John C. Metzler, 
62, and Thurman Higginboth- 
am, 68, the cemetery’s longtime 
superintendent and second in 
command, to testify at a hearing 
Thursday morning, said Maria 
Speiser, spokeswoman for com- 
mittee chair Sen. Claire McCa- 
skill, D-Mo. 

Neither man has spoken pub- 


licly since Army Secretary John 
McHugh last month announced 
that the Army’s inspector gen- 
eral had found more than 100 
unmarked graves, scores of grave 
sites with headstones that are not 
recorded on cemetery maps, and at 


least four burial urns that had been 
unearthed and dumped in an area 
where excess grave dirt is kept. 

On Sunday, The Washington 
Post reported that it found prob- 
lems with another 130 graves 
between one of Arlington ceme- 


tery’s least-known sections and 
one of its most popular. 

In a historic but little-visited 
area of the cemetery, three rows 
of graves of freed slaves and black 
Civil War soldiers are missing.

Freedom to take pictures doesn’t always click

A LAUGHING MATTER? 

Erin McCann of the District elic- 
ited laughter at a congressio- 
nal hearing last fall when she 
described an encounter with a 
FPS officer at the Transporta- 
tion Department headquarters 
in Southeast.

TACKLING THE ISSUE 

In March, two Transportation Security 
Administration officials didn’t take kindly 
to First Amendment arguments made by 
Jerome Vorus of Alexandria. The college 
student was taking photos on a public con- 
course at Reagan National Airport for his 
aviation blog when he was stopped and 
questioned. Vorus said TSA workers told 
him he was not allowed to take pictures 
of the security checkpoint or TSA person- 
nel. After a lengthy back-and-forth, Vorus 
snapped photos of two airports author- 
ity officers who had been called in to help. 
He says one officer tackled him, took his 
camera and deleted pictures. An airports 
authority investigation was “inconclusive" 
about whether the officer tackled Vorus or 
deleted his pictures but concluded the of- 
ficer did violate unnamed airport policies. 


A few weeks ago, on his way to work, Matt 
Urick stopped to snap a few pictures of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s headquarters. He thought the build- 
ing was ugly but might make for an interest- 
ing photo. The uniformed officer who ran up 
to him didn’t agree. He told Urick he was not 
allowed to photograph federal buildings. 

Urick wanted to tell the guard that there 
are pictures of the building on HUD’s web- 
site, that every angle of the building is visible 
in street views on Google Maps and that he 
was merely an amateur photographer, not a 
threat. But Urick kept all this to himself 

“A lot of these guys have guns and are 
enforcing laws they obviously don’t under- 
stand, and they are not to be reasoned with,” 
he said. After detaining Urick for a few min- 
utes and conferring with a colleague on a 
radio, the officer let him go. 

Courts have long ruled that the First

to take photographs in public places. Even 
after the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11, 2001, 
law enforcement agencies have reiterated 
that right in official policies. 

But in practice, those rules don’t always 
filter down to police officers and security 
guards who continue to restrict photogra- 
phers, often citing authority they don’t have. 
Almost nine years after the terrorist attacks, 
which ratcheted up security at government 
properties and transportation hubs, anyone 
photographing federal buildings, bridg- 
es, trains or airports runs the risk of being 
seen as a potential terrorist. 

Reliable statistics on detentions and 
arrests of photographers are hard to come 
by, but photographers, their advocates and 
even police agree that confrontations still 
occur frequently. Photographers had run-ins 
with police before the 2001 attacks, but con- 
stitutional lawyers say the combination of 
heightened security concerns and the spread 


of digital cameras has made such incidents 
more common. 

In the past month, in addition to Urick’s 
encounter, a retired oceanographer said he 
was threatened with arrest for snapping 
pictures of a federal courthouse in Silver 
Spring, and an Alexandria man was brief- 
ly detained for photographing police mak- 
ing a traffic stop in Georgetown. 

Law enforcement officials have a hard time 
explaining the gap between policy and practice. 
The disconnect, legal experts say, may stem 
from a dearth of guidelines about how to bal- 
ance security concerns with civil liberties. 

“Security guards are often given few 
rules to follow, but they have clearly gotten 
the message that they need to be extra vigi- 
lant,” said Kent Willis, executive director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union of Vir- 
ginia. “In the end, it seems you never know 
how a particular security guard is going to

How the Nationals 
star makes throwing 
100 mph look so easy 

The Nationals 

What makes Washington Nation- 
als rookie Stephen Strasburg such 
a great pitcher? The 22-year-old 
can throw triple-digit fastballs 
while guiding the ball to an exact 
spot in, or not quite in, the strike 
zone. His curveballs seem to fall 
off a cliff His changeup — a slower 
pitch, meant to confuse the batter 
— clips along at 89 mph, the speed 
of some pitchers’ fastballs. 

To his fans, coaches, teammates 
and especially his strikeout victims, 
Strasburg’s talent seems inexplica- 
ble, a supernatural force: “There’s 
no rhyme or reason. He’s just bet- 
ter than everybody else,” says Rob 
Dibble, a MASN TV commentator 
who once threw 99 mph fastballs of 



1. Getting started 

The motion begins as the 
body coils. Strasburg 
raises the ball to cheek 
level, then lifts his left 
knee above his waist, 
twisted in front of his trunk 
in a balanced position, 
ready to begin. 


2. Stride 

His legs start the chain. 
The right leg pushes off 
the pitching rubber. 
Simultaneously, his arms 
swing below his hips and 
apart like pendulums as 
his left knee goes forward 
and down. 


3. Momentum 

After his front foot lands, 
energy is transferred to his 
pelvis, which begins to turn 
to face the batter. After a 
slight, momentum-building 
lag, his upper trunk follows, 
but his right arm is still back 
with the elbow flexed. 


4. Acceleration 

As momentum from the 
trunk twist moves to his 
shoulder, it rotates 
forward at the frightening 
rate of 20 rotations per 
second. The elbow 
extends and straightens. 


5. Release 

His wrist straightens as 
energy in his stretched 
elbow tendons whips the 
hand forward. His fingertips 
give the ball a final push 
and end up pointing 
straight down. 


6. Follow-Through 

His left knee straightens 
more as momentum bends 
his trunk farther and carries 
his right leg forward. His 
trunk rotates so much that 
the batter can see his back, 
but he ends up in a balanced 
position.

his own. “It’s a God-given talent,” 
says Steve McCatty, the Nationals’ 
pitching coach. 

But baseball is a game of num- 
bers and physical laws. Experts 
on pitching and biomechanics say 
that Strasburg is a genius at mov- 
ing energy through his body, never 
making a motion too early or too 
late, never creating an angle in his 
body that’s too acute or obtuse. 

Strasburg’s complex series of 
perfect motions starts when he rais- 
es his left foot. The energy moves 
from the legs to the pelvis, to the 
trunk to the shoulder to the elbow, 
to the wrist to the fingertips — and, 
finally, to home plate. Scientists call 
this the kinetic chain, or the pro- 
cess of transferring energy from 
one link in the body to the next. 
Coaches call it coordination. 

“His mechanics are sound and 
very fluid,” Nationals General 
Manager Mike Rizzo says. “The 
effort he exerts to get to maxi- 
mum velocity is very minimal for 
his miles per hour. ... The effort- 
less delivery translates into more

command over the pitch.” In other 
words, Strasburg makes throwing 
a ball 100 mph look easy. 

No Weak Links 

Aspects of Strasburg’s anatomy, 
including his height, hands, legs 
and the soft tissue in his shoulder, 
help him throw the ball faster, but 
there is no paper-doll ideal for what 
a great pitcher looks like. The 6-foot- 
10 Randy Johnson, who retired this 
year, didn’t have a big lower half to 
power his windup, and the Astros’ 
Roy Oswalt, who is listed at 6 feet 
tall, doesn’t have height. 

Strasburg is a big guy: 6-4 
and 220 pounds. Rizzo says that 
Strasburg passes his “eye test” for 
a pitcher. “It’s a very physically 
demanding position, and the lower 
portion of the pitcher’s body is vital- 
ly important,” Rizzo says. “When I 
saw Stephen, he looked like a big, 
physical horse of a pitcher.” 

Nationals relief pitcher Drew Sto- 
ren, who is 6-foot-2, says Strasburg’s 
pitches have a great downhill plane. 
“The baU is so far up, and it has to go 


down to the catcher, and that’s pret- 
ty hard to hit,” Storen says. 

Storen also mentions Stras- 
burg’s long fingers, which help him 
put nasty spins on the ball. 

The fact that Strasburg hasn’t 
hurt his shoulder yet bodes well for 
his longevity as a pitcher. Renowned 
surgeon Dr. James Andrews thinks 
the fact that the pitcher made it 
through Little League, high school 
and college without serious injury 
can be credited to his DNA. 

“Longevity is all genetic,” 
Andrews says. “I’m sure Strasburg 
has great genes; not everybody has 
those. That’s the most critical differ- 
ence between the wannabe thrower 
and the elite thrower.” rachel saslow

No-No’s Seemingly 
The Norm in MLB 


With five no-hitters 
this season, typically 
rare gems are old hat

Five no-hitters — two of them per- 
fect games — and another gem that 
was spoiled by an umpire. 

By now, San Francisco Giants 
broadcaster Mike Krukow and oth- 
ers around baseball are beginning 
to expect a piece of pitching histo- 
ry every week. 

“I do. I can’t explain it,” said 
Krukow, who pitched in the majors 
from 1976 to 1989. “Amazing. I 
think it’s pretty cool. The year of 
the pitcher.” 

Matt Garza tossed Tampa Bay’s 
first no-hitter Monday night in a 
5-0 victory over the Detroit Tigers, 
becoming the fifth big leaguer to 
turn the trick during a season of 
mastery on the mound. 

The last time there were five 


no-hitters in one year was 1991, 
when Hall of Famer Nolan Ryan 
threw one of seven in the majors. 
Now, arms are in charge again — 
so much so that no-hit alerts seem 
commonplace. 

Ho hum, another shutout. Com- 
plete game? Yawn. 

“Pitching has gotten better,” 
Rays manager Joe Maddon said. 
“I don’t know that the hitting has 
gone back a bit, but the pitching 
has definitely gotten better.” 

The numbers back him up. 

Fourteen times a pitcher has 
carried a no-hitter into the eighth 
inning this year. That’s the most 
through July 26 since at least 1974, 
as far back as such records go at 
STATS LLC. 

As a comparison, it happened 
six times by that date last season. 

“I don’t know if there are any 
explanations for it,” Minnesota 
manager Ron Gardenhire said. 
“It runs in cycles, and you just go

Indie rock’s fascination with the 
beach has reached heat-wave temps 
this summer, with bands from 
skateboard brats Wavves to ’80s 
throwbacks the Drums releasing 
album-length odes to sand, sun and 
lost loves.

“Summer Mood.” 

“Crazy for You” is barely half 
an hour in length, and the mood

Rather than posturing too obscure- 
ly, Best Coast makes small-state- 
ment pop that’s mostly about boys, 
Cosentino’s cat and pot. “When you

A Cool Place to Row Your Boat 


Guided kayak trips 
bring visitors closer 
to Alaskan wildlife 


Destinations 

We’re standing in a field of rocks 
in a dense fog, surrounded by ice- 
bergs stranded at low tide. This 
is the terminal moraine of Alas- 
ka’s Columbia Glacier — the rocky 
debris that was left when the gla- 
cier retreated — and it looks like 
the moon, all gray and black and 
icy and bleak. Wearing oversize 
rubber boots, I steady myself on 
the small, slick rocks as my trav- 
eling companions in brightly col- 
ored rain gear start to off-load our 
kayaks from the small water taxi 
that dropped us here. 

The four of us were about to 
embark on a five-day adventure. 


paddling 57 miles in nearly con- 
stant rain through Columbia Bay 
and Prince William Sound to the 
Port of Valdez. The trip, organized 
by Valdez-based Anadyr Adven- 
tures, took us to sheltered bays, 
short sections of choppy water and 
the swells of the Valdez Arm. 

None of us had sea-kayaked 
before, so our first hours with our 
guide. Josh McDonald, were spent 
discussing water safety, efficient 
paddling, and getting in and out of 
the boats without capsizing. 

We started our trip where the tip 
of the Columbia Glacier was locat- 
ed 30 years ago. Today the glacier 
is 10 miles from that point, having 
retreated into deep water. 

As we launched our kayaks, 
growlers — small icebergs — tipped 
and rolled in the bay. McDonald 
cautioned us to keep a safe dis- 
tance from them; only 10 percent

of their mass is visible above the 
water. It was 48 degrees and rain- 
ing, and their blue ice was sculpted 
smooth by the water into whimsi- 
cal shapes and sizes. We were like 
dumbfounded kids, happily splash- 
ing around the bergs. 

On our very first day and every 
day after, we saw seals, otters, sea 
lions and countless eagles. We 
saw cliffs where purple and yellow 
starfish hung off the seaweed and 
rocks. There were waterfalls that 
looked 20 stories high, and glacial 
moraines that stretched for miles. 
Some days the water looked milky 
green and almost emerald-like; 
other days it was an icy gray. 

By the time we paddled into the 
port of Valdez, we were tired but 
completely dazzled by the spectacle 
of all we had seen. It was our first 
trip to Alaska, but we feel certain 
we’ll be back, lynn m. dombek (ap)

(and their mascots) 

Pantry Raid 

You may feel famished as you enter 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office this summer, what with a 
LeBron-sized cutout of the Jolly 
Green Giant grinning from one 
wall and a big-eyed Mr. Peanut cos- 
tume lurking in a glass case nearby. 
It’s all part of the buffet of foodie 
lore served up in the new exhib- 
it “Inventive Eats” at the office’s 
on-site National Inventors Hall of 
Fame and Museum. 

Using artifacts, video and gen- 
erous dollops of humor, the show 
pokes into culinary trademarks, 
showing how branding, advertis- 
ing and characters such as Crack- 
er Jack and the Pillsbury Dough- 
boy affect what we stuff in our 
mouths. 

The exhibit of vintage ads, vid- 
eos of “Mad Men”-era commercials 
and trademark lore amounts to a 
culinary time machine. Artifacts — 
including the first home-use micro- 
wave oven (an oversized 1955 con- 
traption from Tappan that cost a 
cool $1,200) — mingle with inter- 
active elements, such as ’60s and 
’70s commercials starring the Trix 
Rabbit and the Kool-Aid dude. 

Anyone who has raked a 
Microplane grater over a lime 
or diced a carrot in a Cuisinart 
knows that kitchen inventions 
add up to better (or at least fast- 
er) meals. Here, in a model of a 
1950s cucina with yellow wallpa- 
per, eyeball new-at-the-time gad- 
gets such as a pop-up toaster and

What’s your show about?

Corningware bakers. “We want to 
give an understanding of the role 
innovation and intellectual prop- 
erty protection play in our lives,” 
says David Kappos, under secre- 
tary of commerce for intellectual 
property and director of the Unit- 
ed States Patent and Trademark 
Office. “Innovations have made 
food safer, healthier and easier 


to prepare.” 

Interestingly, the exhibit 
shows that many of your favor- 
ite foods came about accidental- 
ly. John Harvey Kellogg created 
corn flakes when he over-boiled 
wheat. (He eventually acquired a 


patent for the breakfast carbs in 
1896.) In 1905, at age 11, Frank 
Epperson birthed Popsicles when 
he left his powdered soda pop and 
water mix on the back porch in 
the winter and discovered that it 
froze — yet still tasted great. And 
the chocolate-chip cookie entered 
the world in 1930 when the choc- 
olate didn’t absorb into Ruth 


Wakefield’s Butter Drop Do Cook- 
ies. “Let’s face it: Chocolate-chip 
cookies are probably the greatest 
food invention in the history of 
the world,” says John Palfoutas, 
president of the National Inven- 
tors Hall of Fame. 


Other inventions chronicled 
here prove to be practical, such 
as pasteurization (thanks, Louis 
Pasteur, for what you happened 
upon in 1873) and egg cartons, 
created in 1927 by Mary Engle 
Pennington, an advocate for safer 
food storage. 

That’s food for thought the next 
time you nuke a bag of the Green 
Giant’s peas or gobble a hand- 
ful of Mr. Peanut’s, um, kids. If 
it weren’t for all those inventive 
early foodies, you might be mix- 
ing your own mustard, salt- cur- 
ing your meat or opening cans 
with a chisel and hammer, which 
would really make you hungry.
